WASHINGTON  (AP)-President 
Nixon  asked  Congress  Monday  to 
eliminate  income  taxes  for  two 
million  low-income  families,  to 
halve  the  sur-tax,  to  repeal  the 
business  investment  tax  credit  and 
to  insure  that  most  affluent 
Americans  pay  at  least  some  taxes. 

*‘We  shall  never  make  taxation 

popular,’*  the  President  said,  ’’but 
we  can  make  taxation  fair.” 

With  cuts  and  increases  tending 
to  balance  out,  Nixon  estimated  his 
over-all  program  would  have  small 
net  effect  on  federal  income. 

Initial  reaction  in  Congress 
indicated  it  is  likely  to  go  along 
with  most  of  his  proposals 
although  strong  opposition  may 
develop  to  dropping  the  7 percent 
investment  tax  credit. 

While  there  will  be  additional 
reforms  proposed  in  coming 
months,  those  disclosed  in  the 
presidential  message  add  up  to  a 
first  step  of  historic  proportions,  a 
Treasury  Department  spokesman 
said. 

The  administration’s  m^or 
proposals,  to  be  spelled  out  in 
detail  Tuesday  before  the  House 


Ways  and  Means  Committee, 
include: 

-Cutting  the  income  tax 
surcharge  on  individuals  and 
corporations  next  Jan.  1 to  a five 
per  cent  rate.  It  is  now  lOpercent. 

— Enanctment  of  a low-income 
allowance  designed  to  assure  in  all 
but  a few  cases  that  families  at  or 
below  the  poverty  line  will  have  to 
pay  no  income  tax.  According  to 
current  estimates,  2.2  million 
families  below  the  line  pay  taxes. 

For  statistical  purposes,  an  urban 
family  of  four  with  income  under 
$3,300  annually  is  listed  as 
impoverished. 

— Immediate  repeal  of  the 
investment  tax  credit,  a 
pump-priming  subsidy  that  allows 
businesses  to  reduce  their  income 
taxes  an  amount  equal  to  seven  per 
cent  of  their  expenditures  for 
improved  plant  and  equipment. 

—Limitation  to  50  per  cent  the 
amount  of  income  that  may  be 
exempted  from  taxation  under 
various  deductions  employed 
mainly  by  high-income  persons. 

“The  over-all  program  will  be 
equitable  and  essentially  neutral  in 
its  revenue  impact,”  Nixon  said. 
“There  will  be  no  substantial  gain 
or  loss  in  federal  revenue,  but  the

Every  semester  $4.50  of  the 
tuition  and  fees  each  student  pays 
is  given  to  student  government  to 
finance  the  programs  and  activities 
of  the  student  association. 

Of  this  money,  $276,166  was 
appropriated  for  determinate 
functions  ($5500  to  the  Debate 
Squad,  etc.).  And  of  the  total, 
$247,585  was  spent  by  April  1 . 

“In  compliance  with  the  policies 
of  the  ASBYU  Finance  office,  this 
report  was  prepared  from  the  April 
1,  1969audit,”said  Bill Hepworth, 
ASBYU  Vice  President  of  Finance. 
“It  isour  desire  that  this  report  give 
the  student  body  a better 
understanding  of  the  programs  and 
costs  of  student  government.” 

“We  welcome  any  suggestions 
and  comments  that  will  help  us 
better  utilize  the  $4.50  a semester 
each  full-time  student  pays  for  his 
activities,”  the  student  officer 
continued. 

“Due  to  space  and  practicality, 
this  breakdown  of  expenses  is  only 
semi-detailed,  comprising  the 
major  items  of  interest.  The 
miscellaneous  items  are  activities 
which  cany  little  or  no  cost  and  are 
too  numerous  to  list,”  he 
concluded. 

Hepworth’s  financial  statement 


lists  the  expenditiires  of  each  of  the 
student  offices. 

This  report,  which  appears  on 
page  2 of  today’s  UNIVERSE,  also 
lists  the  expenses  incurred  by  such 
groups  as  Orchesis  and  Ballet, 
Lyceums,  and  Intramurals,  which 
also  receive  student  financial 
support.

Treasury  spokesman  said  the 
package,  if  adopted  in  its  entirety, 
would  lower  taxes  for  some  by  a 
total  of  roughly  $4  billion  and  raise 
taxes  for  others  the  same  amount. 

They  set  the  price  tag  for  ending 
taxation  of  all  families  below  the 
poverty  line  at  about  $700  million 
annually.  Details  of  the  plan  were 
being  saved  for  Congress  but  it  is 
understood  to  involve  a change  in 
the  minimum  standard  deduction 
and  other  elements  of  computing 
taxes. 

To  some  observers,  the  decision 
to  seek  a lowering  of  the  surcharge 
represents  a major  gamble  in  which 
the  administration  is  betting  the 
next  eight  months  will  bring  a 
substantial  cooling-off  of  the 
economy.

Ken  Crosby  may  have  earned 
himself  a starting  place  in  the 


rotation  by  his  fine  pitching  on 
Saturday.  Up  until  Saturday 
Crosby  had  been  having  a tough 
time  getting  started  and  was  riding 
a 2-2  won-lost  record  with  a 5.09 
earned  run  average  in  18  1/3 
innings.

It  became  evident  at  the 
beginning  of  the  match  that  the 
Cougar  varsity  wasn’t  going  to  run 
away  with  the  trophy  as  many 
people  suspected.  BYU  III  took  a 
domineering  7-2  lead  and  forced 
BYU  I to  call  time  out  to  re-group 
their  forces.  However,  BYU  III 
won  the  first  game  1 5-9. 

The  second  game  found  BYU 
digging  and  spiking  and  blocking 
and  otherwise  hustUng  to  tie  the 
series,  which  they  did  in  dramatic 
fashion  as  Jim  Lamph  boomed  the 
“Aloha-ball”  to  the  boards  for  a 
15-5  victory. 

If  BYU  I would  have  kept  the 
momentum  they  finished  the 
second  game  with,  perhaps  they 
could  have  run  away  with  the 
honors.

World  Highlights 


Law  Upheld 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - The 
Supreme  Court  upheld  today  the 
federal  law  that  makes  it  a crime  to 
threaten  the  life  of  the  president  or 
vice  president  of  the  United  States. 

At  the  same  time  the  court 
cautioned  that  the  law  cannot  be 
used  to  suppress  “political 
hyperbole,”  and  that  prosecutors 
must  prove  the  existence  of  a real 
threat  of  physical  violence. 

The  ruling  was  given  on  an  appeal 
by  Robert  Watts,  a 2 1 -year-old 
New  Yorker  who  had  been 
convicted  for  declaring  that  if  he 
were  forced  to  enter  the  Army  and 
carry  a rifle  “the  first  man  I want  to 
get  in  my  sights  is  LBJ.” 

This  was  taken  by  a federal  court 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  to 
constitute  an  unlawful  threat  on 
the  life  of  Lyndon  B.  Johnson, 


then  the  president,  and  Watts  was 
given  a four-year  suspended 
sentence. 

The  Supreme  Court,  without 
holding  a hearing,  decided  the  law 
was  valid. 


Missile  Fired 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  - Secretary  of 
State  William  P.  Rogers  disclosed 
today  that  the  Soviets  last  week 
test-fired  a huge,  multiple-warhead 
SS9  missile  into  the  Pacific. 

And  since  the  Soviets  have 
indicated  intent  to  use  the  Pacific 
Ocean  test  range  through 
mid-June,  Rogers  said,  “We  can 
only  assume  that  testing  of  the  SS9 
will  proceed  at  a steady  pace.” 

The  Soviet  buildup  in  SS9s  is  a 
principal  administration  argument 
for  President  Nixon’s  go-ahead  on 
building  this  country’s  Safeguard 
antiballistic  missile  system. 


The  Pentagon  says  the 
multimegaton  atomic  explosive 
power  of  the  SS9  makes  it  a 
weapon  capable  of  a nuclear  first 
strike  by  the  Soviets.  The  SS9 
could  seriously  impair  U.S. 
capacity  for  a nuclear  strikeback, 
U.S.  Defense  Department  experts 
say.
